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Intolerance 


“Gixperience is a great teacher, ‘and the world is learning many things 


‘from this period of financial and economic difficulty through which it is 


passing. In the process of learning, it ig, of course, not only absorbing new 
ideas and accepting new standards but it i¢ abandoning old ideas and meth- 
ods. The world is losing certain things it can well afford to lose; the loss 
of which can indeed be set dowii as gain. The danger is, however, that it 
will lose other things which it can {ll afford to lose, and may accept and 
adopt things which will spell loes and disaster in the future. 

Signs ate by ro means lacking that one of the greatest losses which 
the world of mankind may suffer as the result of the times through which 
we are struggling is the loss of much -of the political liberty gained 
through centuries of persistent striving and battle. In one European coun- 
try after another dictatorships in government have been set_up in varying 
degrees and in somewhat different forms, but the effect in every instanc: 
is to deprive men and women of much of the political liberty and rights 
of citizenship they formerly enjoyed. One or two individuals, or a small 
group, backed ‘by force are imposing their wills upon tens of millions of 
_ people. ° 

Acceptance by people in many countries of these dictatorships is one of 
the phenomena of this age. It appears to be the outcome, not of one only, 
but of several reactions to the experiences through which people are pacs- 
ing. -In the first place, many individuals have lost confidence in themselves 
and in their own abilities to manage their affairs and order their lives. 
With this lose of confidence there is, of course, loss of ambition and initia- 
tive. They are willing to throw up tieir hands, and let some other person, 
or group of persons, do their thinking for them and plan and manage their 
lives and life’s activities. In a word, they have reached the stage where 
all they ask for is a bare materialistic existence, and they want that with- 
out any effort on their part or even the trouble of thinking and planning 
how it may be obtained. 

The second contributing factor to the phenomena we are witnessing is 
Fear.. In the individual this is the outcome of the lack of confidence al- 
ready noted, and it finds expression in public opinion throughout the State 
in doubts as to the ability of national institutions to withstand any attack 
that may be made against them. Thus the aspiring dictator who arises and 
proclaims his ability to handle the situation if only everything is left to him 
for decision and all necessary power is reposed in him for action. He 
promises quick action, decisive action, as contrasted with the slower, more 
moderate methods of democratic government. And because people are 
obsessed by Fear, and weakened by a loss of confidence in themselves, they 
supinely bow before the dictator, or grasp at the glowing. promises of a 
man or a group who, in reality, are no greater, wiser, more competent or 
far-seeing than they are themselves. 

More deep rooted is the third cause of this present day phenomena. It 
reaches back into the ages of the past, the dark ages of the world. At re- 
curring periods in the world’s history it rears its ugly head. It is Intoler- 
ance. It is never wholly absent but always slumbering in the breasts of 
mankind, ready to flare up upon almost any provocation. It caused the great 
religious wars of the past; it caused the great racial struggles; it is deep 
rooted in social and economic struggles. Demagagues and dictators play. 


upon this weakness in man. It is a brand they always use wherewith to 
start the fires of revolutioii. i 

The world to-day is witnessing a resurgence of Intolerance. There was 
much of it during the Great War;-in fact, it was cultivated by all the war- 
‘ring’ nations in order to spur on their people in the waging of that titanic 
struggle. The world is paying the price of that folly now. It bedevilled 
the Peace Conference; it hag been the crippling factor‘in the councils of the 
League of Nations. It has resulted in narrow nationalism on the part of 
the nations; ever increasing armaments; every conceivable kind of trade- 
restricting. device; in prohibitions, embargoes, quotas; in immigration pro- 
hibitions; in class struggles everywhere. 

The Socialist-Communist leaders of Russia are determined to-drive all 
Christian religion out of that great land because they are intolerant of 
everything but their own particular theory. Hitler and his followers are 
equally grim and determined against the Jews. Mussolini will brook no 
opposition to his own views and methods and rides roughshod over all who 
oppose him, And people everywhere who have sustained losses and are in diffi- 
culty because of the world depression, instead of looking to the basic. cause, 
unthinkingly follow would-be leaders who intolerantly point to others who 
still possess some property as the people whd are responsible for all the 
difficulties; losses and suffering of others. 

The world ig going to lose much of the selfishness which has grown up 
in and around present day business, and such loss will be gain. But is it 
also, through Intolerance going to lose that liberty for man which hag been 
won at such a great price? Is it true that man can only achieve a larger 
measure of material and economic comfort at the price of the loss of his 
spiritual and intellectual liberty and, in some measure at least, of his eco- 
nomic, social and physical liberty as well? 

Intolerance may maintain dominance over men's minds for a time, but 
it will be but a temporary ascendancy, finally subsiding to flare up again 
at:some future date. But during the period of its ascendancy it will work 
havoc, as it always has done. It will not, and never has, made for progress 
or happiness; it has only intensified the sorrows and troubles of the world 
always. Man needs to be on his guard against acceptance of any of its 
manifestations. ‘

In War 

By getting into a hot bath the 
average person would be almost com- 
pletely safe during a wartime gas 
attack, Dr. Francis Freeth, of the 
headquarters staff’ of the ‘Imperial 
Chemical Industries, Ltd., said in a 
lecture at London. :

Crew Of Soviet Balloon Killed While 
Attempting To Land 

Moscow.—All three members of 
the crew of the Soviet stratosphere 
balloon “Osoaviakhim” were killed, 
several hundred kilometres southeast 
of Moscow, near the village of Pot- 
iskyostrog. 

After reaching an altitude which 
they reported as 67,585 feet and be- 
ginning a descent, the crew report:d 
they could not determine their posi- 
tion. . , 

The crew was killed while at- 
tempting to land the great balloon. 

The balloon bag broke away from 
the gondola as it hit the ground in 
a hard landing. The force of the 
concussion killed the. three occupants 
of the gondola and destroyed all the 
scientific instruments aboard. 

Following the crash the bag tore 
loose from the gondola and disap- 
peared into the clouds.

ARMS EQUALITY 
FOR GERMANY 
IS BRITISH PLAN 


London.—Hopes for a way out of 
the present, deadlock in efforts to-

But the greater part of modern 
business is done by bank cheques, 
the volume of which is probably over 
90 percent of the total money in cit- 
culation. This is known as -cheque 
money, bank credit or financial ‘ ere- 
dit. TE 1s creabed"by the” Bank iott 
will, subject only to certain conven- 
tional rules of their own relative to 
the limits of safety. And the impor- 
tant point to note is that while all 
coinage is issued by the Royal Mint 
under the currency Act, and § the 
volume of all paper currency, both 
Dominion notes and bank , notes is 
strictly regulated by statute in re- 
lation to the gold reserve, there io 
absolutely no, statutory regulation of 
bank credit, and it has no gold ba- 
sis. And further, while the note is- 
sue, backed (or supposed to be 
backed) by gold, bears no interest, 
all bank credit is interest bearing.. 

In ‘the ultimate analysis it will be 
found that the sole basis of bank 
credit is the credit of the individual 
or of the community, that is, the 
ability to repay by means of actual 
or potential resources or earning ca- 
pacity: in the long run and in the 
aggregate, the real credit of the na- 
tion, Now seeing that the business 
of the country is‘run mostly upen 
credit issued by the banks, it may 
be asked on what authority does the 
issue of such credit rest, Being truly 
money, it may be just thought that 
it rests on the sovereign prerogative 
of the Crown. Since it is a product of 
the evolution of commerce, a mad- 
ern product about it, but on genetal 
principals it may be inferred that it 
falls within the Crown's prerogative 
of making and issuing money, for 
it functions as money. In Canada th 
prerogative in relation to the money 
» the Dominion is exercised through 
the Parliament of Canada in the 
Currency Act, the Dominion Notes 
Act and the Bank Act.‘But none of 
these acts says a word on the right 
to issue financial credit, which forms 
tae overwhelming proportion of our 
money. ’ 

This privilege is freely exercised 
by the banks with the silent and un- 
thinking acquiescence of the commu- 
nity.

precise extent of those powers. It 
was universally acknowledged that 
it belonged to the king to prescribe 
weights and measures, and to coin 
money; that no fair or market could 
be held without authority from him; 
that no ship could unload in any 
bay or estuary, which he had not de- 
clared to be a port. In addition to his 
undoubted right to grant special 
commercial. privileges to particular 
places, he long claimed a right to 
grant special commercial privileges 
to particular societies and to parti- 
cular individuals; and our ancestors 
as usual, did not think it worth their 
while to dispute this claim, till it 
produced serious inconvenience.

Little Journeys’ In Science 


(By Gordon H. Guest, M.A.) 


Common salt, known to the chem- 
ist as sodium chloride, hag played an 
important part in man’s everyday life 
sincé-the beginning of time. Although 
it now has wide-spread commerc’al 
uses, it is primarily éssential to the 
diet, and it°is estimated that each 
person consumes twenty-nine pounds 
of salt in a year. 

Salt wag first valued by primitive 
man when cereals became part of his 
diet. As time went on, it became 
increasingly important, and bitter 
wars were waged for it, when nations 
possessing rich salt deposits were in- 
vaded by their les3 fortunate neigh- 
bors. . 


The first trade routes are said to 
have been established for the trans- 
portation of salt, and the Via Salaria 
(Road of Salt), one of the most an- 
cient roads ip Italy, received its name 
in this way. Roman soldiers were 
given salt rations, called “salaria”, 
as part of their pay, and from this 
ig derived our word salary, . 

Salt has been taxed .in many coun- 
tries, and the role played by the salt 
tax in the political history of India is | 
well known. In. some parts; of the 
world, salt has been used as money, 
and it. is said that in Africa a few! 
pounds of it, will purchase a native 
princess. 

To-day salt is used not only on the 
table, but in the manufacture of 
many commodities. Large quantities 
of it are utilized in the production of 
caustic soda, better known as nouse- 
hold lye, which in turn ig necessary 
to the production of hard soaps. It 
is also used extensively in the pro- 
duction of washing soda, ‘known ag 
sodium carbonate. Further, the de- 
composition by electricity of a strong 
solution of salt in water, produces 
the poisonous gas chlorine. Besides 
its well-known use in warfare, chlor- 
ine is employed for bleaching tex- 
tiles, paper and flour, as well as for 
purifying water supplies. The use of

Canada is fortunate in possessing 
one of the richest salt mines in the 
| world. Thig is located near. Windsor,

three thousand square miles. The bed 
is from one thousand to two thous- 
and feet below the surface of the 
earth, and it is estimated that it con- 
tains sufficient salt to last the world 
| for 90,000 years at the present rate 
of consumption, 

Other great salt deposits are found 
in -various parts of the continent in- 
cluding Michigan, Kansas, Ohio, and 
Louisiana. At Simpson, Sask., there 
is a deposit which yields ¢on- 
siderable crude salt. In Europe the 
| most celebrated salt deposits are in 
| Prussia, where there are mines which 
| have been worked since the twelfth 
|century. There are also rich de- 
' posits in China, Persia, Caucasus, 

Crimea, the Sahara desert, and in 
| various parts of Australia.

which can be seen with the naked 
eye—but such is not the case. 

A Cataract is that condition of the 
eye in which the Crystalline aarve| 
has, from various causes, ldst its 
former transparency thus preventing 
the rays of light from passing 
through it unhindered and focusing 
a clear image on the Retina. This 
loss of transparency usually pro- 
gresses very slowly. Sometimes it 
starts from a single point or nucleus 
and gradually spreads throughout 
the whole Lens while in other cases 
the entire Lens is involved at the 
same time. In the latter case it is 
very difficult, even for an expert with 
instruments, to recognize it in the 
early stages but as and when it con- 
tinues to progress, the Lens becomes 
more and more cloudy or “milky”, 
‘thé Retina bedofiés more difficult to 
observe (with instruments) and fin- 
ally when the Cataract has become 
“ripe”, the pupil instead of being 
black, is grey, which can be seen by 
anyone without the aid of instru- 
ments. ; 

‘That condition then, in which the 


Lens hag become cloudy is known as 
a Cataractous Lens or Cataract and 


glasses seldom offer much assistance. 
In fact, as the condition changes, the 
Lens swell, necessitating the fre- 
quent changing of the glasses worn 
till eventually the Lens having be- 
come 80 convex, the effect of the con- 
vex glasses formerly worn is neutral- 
ized and such people can read better 
(but not satisfactorily) without 
glasses than with thos: formerly 
worn and this is how the false idea 
of “second sight” originated. There 
is no such condition in normal life 
as “second sight” and such an appar- 
ent experience was or is due to the 
above cause. It is next to impossible, 
however, to make many people be- 
lieve this. They insist in all sincerity 
that a relative lived to be over ninety 
years of age and could see to read 
without glasses although he formerly 
had to wear them, hence he must 


have got his “second sight’. In the 


tion for their belief is that the rela-' 
tive before death could see better 
without glasses than with them— 
the explanation of which I trust have 
made clear. So do not hope that you 
will ever “get your second sight’’. 
Occasionally both eyes are simul- 
taneously affected but usually the 
opacity appears in one Lens years 
in advance of the other but event+ 
ually both eyes become diseased, 
When the Cataracts have become 
“ripe” the patient hag difficulty in 
distinguishing daylight from dark- 
ness and in proportion to the pro- 
gress of the disease, dimness of 
vision follows for which glasses are 
of little or no avail. . Patient sees as 
if he were in a fog or as if a film is 
before the eyes. He usually has an 
aversion to bright light and in fact 
prefers a dark or Cloudy day because 
he sees better and more comfortably. 
Cataracts do not cause any inflam- 
matory condition to the eyeball. 
Technically there are several varie 
ties and the causes are many. Taere 


| is the Senile due to extreme old age | 


but fortunately few even very old 
people are afflicted. Injury to the 
eyeball at. some time of life is a 
common cause while certain diseases 
of the body have a tendency to pro- 
duce it, Bright’s Disease for example. 

There is no medicine, exercises or 
other “cures” for Cataracts although 
much money and time, with result- 
ant sorrow, have been spent by peo- 
ple who have fallen into the hands 
of the fakir (usually by means of 
literature) who has promised cures 
with .h's nostrums or “special 
glasses". Surgery, performed by a 
skillful operator, whem the Cataract 
is “ripe” is the only solution and 
when the opaque Crystalline Lens 
has been successfully removed from 
the eyeball and proper glasses sup- 
plied, there is nothing to prevent the 
rays of light from passing into the 
eye and focussing on the Retina: and 
very often one hundred per cent. 
vision obtainable. ‘
